9. (currently amended): A method of dyeing or printing of hydroxyl-group-containing or 
nitrogen-containing fibre materials, which comprises contacting said materials with a 
tin ctorially effective amount of a reactive dye of formula (1) according to claim 1. 

10. (previously presented): A method according to claim 9, wherein cellulosic fibre 
materials are dyed or printed. 

11. (original): An aqueous ink comprising a reactive dye of formula (1) according to 
claim 1. 

12. (previously presented): A method of printing textile fibre materials, paper or plastics 
films by the inkjet printing method, which comprises contacting said materials with an 
aqueous ink according to claim 1 1 . 

13. (previously presented): A method according to claim 9, wherein cotton-containing 
fibre materials are dyed or printed. 
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
